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New resources 
for the new 
school year

WILMINGTON — On 


Sept. 25, Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Glenn 
Brand updated _ the 
School Committee on 
the school start time 
committee. He told the 
board that he has sent 
information to the com- 
munity in order to so- 
licit volunteers. Poten- 
tial volunteers were ask- 
ed to respond the week 
prior, but at the time of 
the meeting, Brand was 
not yet aware of the 
response rate. 

Brand also reasserted 
his promise to remain 
transparent throughout 
the process. 

“Part of my commit- 
ment, as you know, is to 
circle back to the 
(school) committee so 
you know who is on that 
(school start time) com- 
mittee as it gets start- 
ed,” Brand said. 

In addition to updates 
on the start time com- 
mittee, Brand also up- 
dated the School Com- 
mittee on updated pro- 
gram offerings at the 
Wilmington Middle 


- School. He explained the 


ACE program, which 
seeks to expand after 
school activities for stu- 
dents. 

The goal of the pro- 
gram is “...to provide 
some flexibility in terms 


of creative thinking, 
new and innovative ideas 
and programs that staff 
may come up with to 
provide an outlet for 
students to get involved 
with after school,” said 
Brand. 

He added that the dis- 
trict intends to rein- 
state a later school bus 
to assist with transpor- 
tation. for students par- 
ticipating. The charge 
will be $60 per student, 
per club. There will be 
five sessions, which will 
run on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. 

The new school year 
also brings a new sci- 
ence program at the 
elementary level. After 
a selection process that 
considered four  pro- 
grams and conducted 
six-month pilot studies 
of two of those, the dis- 
trict has chosen Elevate 
Science by Pearson. 

According to a letter 
from Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Curriculum 
and Staff Development 
Brian Reagan, K-5 
STEM coordinator Lisa 
Murphy, and K-5 lead 
science teacher Amy 
Iascone, this effort rep- 
resents the first “consis- 
tently applied” elemen- 
tary science program in 
the district in many 
years. 

_ “Thank you to the dis- 
trict for supporting (this 
decision),” said Reagan. 
“We’re excited about it.” 


Michael's Place

WILMINGTON — The 
Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen has voted to 
approve a change of of- 
ficers/directors/LLC 
managers and_alter- 
ation of premises for an 
all alcohol-restaurant 
license for Michael’s 
Place Restaurant. The 
update was approved 
by the four members of 
the board present; Sel- 
ectman and former 
owner of the business 
Michael McCoy recused 
himself from the vote. 

Though McCoy no lon- 
ger owns the restaurant 
itself, he does still own 
the plot of land that it 
sits on. 

This vote comes in the 
aftermath of a site ren- 
ovation, which added a 
bar to the facility. The 
restaurant’s. hours and 
dining room menu re- 
main the same. 

The vote was preceded 
by a public hearing, dur-

members of the commu- 
nity were free to ask 


_ questions of restaurant 


representatives. Present 
were Sohan Saini and 
his attorney, on behalf 
of Sumanbeera, Inc., the 
company that runs the 
restaurant. The _ busi- 
ness is currently owned 
by Beera. Ram. 

The_-restaurant held a 
soft re-opening on Sept. 
17. It closed for a few 
days, beginning on Sept. 
22, in order to take in- 
ventory of food and bev- 
erages and replenish 
supplies. 

Selectman Jomarie 
O’Mahony asked if any 
abutters were present, 
to which none came 
forward. 

The business will like- 
ly come before the town 
again in the near future, 
in order to acquire an 
entertainment license. 
The restaurant has a 
jukebox, for which the 
owner has not yet ap- 
plied for a permit to use.

tendent of Schools. The 
start date of the position 
would be on July 1, 2020. 

In their search for the 
new superintendent, the 
School Committee is 
seeking the input of 
community members on 
what qualifications and 
skills would be most ben- 
eficial to those holding 
the position. To do so, 
they will be conducting 
several Focus Groups 


run by the Massa- 
chu-setts Association of 
School Committees 


(MASC) to gather input 
from stakeholder groups. 
A schedule of the Focus 
Groups can be found on 
the Shawsheen Tech’s 
website, www.shawsheen- 
tech.org. If one cannot 
attend one of these meet- 
ings, MASC is _ also 
gathering information 
through an online survey 
open until Oct. 11, which 
can be found at: https:

If interested in serving 
on the Screening Com- 
mittee, submit a letter of 
interest to the School 
Committee by Friday, 
Nov. 1. Prior to submit- 
ting the letter, applicants 
must ensure they can be 
present at all preset meet- 
ing dates and semi-final- 
ist interviews. These 
dates include: Wednesday, 
Dec. 4 at 7 p.m. with the 
search consultant, Dor- 
othy Presser, from MASC, 


and Wednesday, Dec. 11 at 
7 p.m., with semi-finalist 
interviews taking place on 
Monday, Dec. 16 through 
Thursday, Dec. 19 in the 
evenings. 

The selection of semi- 
finalists will occur after 
the last interview on 
Dec. 19. Members of the 
Screening Committee 
will be announced at the 
School Committee meet- 
ing on Nov. 26, 2019.

No 
separate listing of common or popular names is

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History: 


How much turkey did Harry eat at Thompson’ 5 Grove?

In late June 1933, five tons 
of food was delivered to 
Thompson’s Grove in Wil- 
mington. It was all for one 
event. 

Thompson’s was a popu- 
lar place back then. Silver 
Lake was a resort popular 
with Boston folks. Many 
Wilmington families are 
descended from people 
who first came to town for 
a vacation or to attend a 
weekend event. 

Thompson’s Grove host- 
ed many groups such as 
fraternal organizations, 
veterans, city groups, com-

pany picnics. There would 
be athletic events, boxing 
and wrestling matches. Of 
course there would be 
dancing, beauty contests 
and parties. Sometimes 
things would get out of 
hand, and the police would 
be called. 

The five tons of food, 
though, was not for any of 
those groups. On June 25, 
1933, there was a gather- 
ing of the United States 
Fat Men’s Club. 

One might guess the pri- 
mary activity of the day. 
The eating contest was 
won by a Boston postal 
worker, Harry Westall, who

put away 20 pounds of tur- 
key, along with most any- 
thing else in sight. Westall 
was said to carry $100 bills 
in his vest pocket. He 
would wager that $100. that 
he could eat more than 10 
people combined. 

Westall sat down at 1 p.m. 
and unbuttoned his vest. 
Two platters of turkey 
made a nice appetizer, 
along with two platters of 
potatoes and peas. Various 
other platters continued to 
disappear all afternoon. 
From time to time, he 
would adjust his belt and 
his vest kept receding to 
the sides of his torso. 

Shortly after 5 p.m. he 
pushed back his chair and 
said he was finished. There 
no before-and-after weights 
recorded, but Westall was 
in the “over 300” category. 

Westall, though, was not 
the feature attraction. That 
billing went to “Mountain 
Man” Dean, a pro wrestler 
from Georgia who later 
appeared in several mo- 
vies. 

“Mountain Man” anchor- 
ed the winning tug-of-war 
team of eight men with a 


total weight of 2,205 pounds. 
“Mountain. Man” Dean 
clocked in at 315. 


One might expect that 
with such a group, there 
would be no athletic com- 
petition. That would be 
wrong. There were two 100- 
yard dashes, one for men 
under 250 pounds, another 
one for over 250, won by 
“Mountain Man.” There 
was also a bag race. 
“Mountain Man” Jr. won 
the bag race for children. 

Thompson’s Grove was

run by the Claude Thomp- 
son family. Claude Thomp- 
son was a veteran of the 
Spanish-American War 
who probably owed his life 
to a drunken night in Nor- 
folk, Virginia. He was in a 
Marine contingent on the 
U.S.S. Maine, which sailed 
from New York in 1898, 
bound for Cuba. Thompson 
and several other men 
went ashore in Norfolk and 
were arrested for drunke- 
ness. The Maine sailed 
without them. Shortly af- 
ter arriving in Havana ha- 
rbor, the ship blew up. The 
explosion hit about where 
Thompson and other Ma- 
rines would have been 
been. 

Thompson’s Grove was 
hosting events as early as 
1909, when the Gowing 
Family Association held 


its reunion there. In 1911, 
the Italian Society of the 
North End picnic attract- 
ed a thousand people. 

The area around Silver 
Lake was originally set- 
tled by Jeames Thomp- 
son, no relation, in the 
early 1700s. He built the 
house at the top of the hill, 
now the corner of Glen 
Road and Harnden Street. 
Thompson also built a mill 
on Lubbers Brook, just 
upstream from Glen 
Road. 

The property was sold 
about 1833 to Henry Harn- 
den, a grandson of Col. 
Joshua Harnden, he of the 
tavern. Henry died in 1871, 
after which the mill, farm- 
house and land on the 
north side of Harnden 
Street were sold to a spec- 
ulator named Pickering.

He in turn sold it to the 
Union Ice Company. 

The land south of Harn- 
den Street that became 
Thompson’s Grove 
remained in the Harnden 
family until 1886, when it 
was sold at auction to 
John Carter. Three days 
later, he sold it to Mary 
Sweetser. In 1982, Alvin 
Phelps bought it. The 
ownership at this point 
becomes unclear, but 
there was a Hattie Phelps 
Thompson involved. 

Claude Thompson Jr. 
sold the property to 
Manuel J. Barry in 1947, 
who sold it to the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of 
Boston in 1958. A year 
later, it became the site of 
St. Dorothy’s Church.

~ School culture such a 
key to learning for students

For decades now there 
has been a drumbeat of 
articles and speakers who 
push with vigor the need 
of developing a school cli- 
mate that is conducive to 
learning. School adminis- 
trators have been focused 
on this goal for decades 
but the emphasis for this 
has been dramatic in the 
past 10 years. 

School climate could be 
classified as “the feeling 
of learning and sharing” 
along with a host of other 
more profound definitions. 

Paul Bruno in Educa- 
tion Leadership recently 
commented that “higher 
levels of instructional 
load are associated with 
lower, student achieve- 
ment growth no matter 
what the teacher’s level 
of experience.” 

Bruno goes on to Say, 
“the challenge for district 
and school leaders is 
improving working condi- 
tions for ALL teachers so 
assignments aren’t a zero 
sum game.” 

Candidly, this is a very 
true and valid statement 
but not simple, as we see a 
multiplicity of staff com- 
petencies and large differ- 
ences in our students that 
make the teaching of all 


students a complicated 
process. 

School culture to me is 
most important to look at 
in a collective way leaving 
it to a collaborative effort 
of all staff to work togeth- 
er including principal, all 
teachers and yes all school 
staff, secretarial and cus- 
todial. I do believe that 
school culture is palpable 
as you really can feel it as 
a veteran superintendent 
when you enter and travel 
the school and talk to staff 
and visit classrooms. 

Staff and student. atten- 
dance is also critical to 
developing good school 
spirit and culture with col- 
leagues being constantly 
eager to assist another at 
any point in time and this 
is reciprocal. As a first 
year teacher in Winches- 
ter High, with several pri- 
or years at McCall, I was 
approached by a veteran 
science teacher (and a 
good one) if he could come 
and just sit in my class, 
which surprised me but 
was honored that he asked. 

The day came and my 
colleague came to observe 
the instruction and com- 
mented how much he 
enjoyed doing this, as he 
saw what used to be called 
Biology but also some of 
the biochemistry that has 
become combined with 
such programs today. He 
considered himself a good 
structural biology teacher 
but the chemistry compo- 


nent was less and at the 
time becoming a must for 
many in the college en- 
trance achievement exam- 
inations. 

Shared teaching is a 
good component and used 
often in several of our 
best school districts in 
our world. Also, it is often 
said that there is better 
discipline in a school with 
a strong culture, which I 
feel is absolutely true. 


Climate Change 


The media is covered 
with stories on climate 
change with facts galore 
and most presentations 
are clear cut and decisive 
to me; at least, and I do 
see the facts, especially 
on Cape Cod as a boater. I 
do worry about the out- 
come in years ahead but 
to me find the stories that 
point to methods to pre- 
pare for the rising water 
of our shores and so much 
erosion the real best writ- 
ing we can do. 

While I feel people sense 
a need to try to convince 
us that we are in the mid- 
dle of a climate change, I 
feel this is obvious to 
most of us in New Eng- 
land through some great 
reporting but “what we 
can do to prepare for this 
is the real issue” and not 
more data or whether we 
have or have not the 
process of climate change 
taking place.

Youth Public Safety Academy 


CHELMSFORD — For 20 
years, the Middlesex Sher- 
iff’s Office (MSO) has run 
one of the county’s most 
popular summer programs. 
The Youth Public Safety 
Academy, or YPSA, is a 
low cost, educationally-fo- 
cused camp that hosted 
more than 1,020 young- 
sters this past year. 

Middlesex Sheriff Peter J. 
Koutoujian credits the on- 
going success of YPSA to 
the MSO staff and numer- 
ous community partners 
who participate each year. 
This year, officers and fire- 
fighters from 63 public 
safety agencies led cadets 
in personal safety training, 
classes on fire safety 
awareness, and tours of 
their hometown stations. 
Additionally, the Massa- 


chusetts Department of 
Fire Safety provided equip- 
ment for the six-week sum- 
mer program. 

“YPSA is a community 
endeavor — what makes it 
so special is how these 
young kids and their local 
public safety officials can 
spend time together, share 
important lessons, and 
hopefully continue those 
connections back in their 
hometowns,” said Sheriff 
Koutoujian. “I think the 
positive response we get 
from parents and cadets 
each year: stems from the 
value they see in having a 
fun, educational, communi- 
ty-oriented summer experi- 
ence.” 

This year, more than 
1,300 youngsters applied 
for the camp, coming from

fall foliage 

along Route 2

s a lifelong 

New Eng- 

land __resi- 

dent, I some- 

how never 
seem to make time to take 
a trip to Vermont to enjoy 
the fall foliage. But, truth- 
fully, there are many 
places to enjoy the fall col- 
ors right here in Massa- 
chusetts. 

One way is to take a drive 
along one of the Common- 
wealth’s most historic and 
scenic roadways, Massa- 
chusetts Route 2. You can 
enjoy many Massachusetts 
historical sites within the 
backdrop of beautiful au- 
tumn hues of red and gold. 

Route 2 runs from the 
Revolutionary battlefields 
of Lexington and Concord 
to the majestic Berk- 
shires. At just about three 
hours from beginning to 
end, this road trip is a 
postcard perfect - ride 
through traditional New 
England scenery. 

Starting in the east, at 
the heart of Lexington 
Center, you will find the 
Lexington Battle Green, 
the home of the first battle 
of the Revolutionary War, 
and many historical homes 
and buildings. 

If you continue driving 
westbound along Route 2, 
and Route 2A, you will 
find the Minuteman Na- 
tional Historical Park in 
Lincoln. From there it is a 
short walk to the pictur- 
esque North Bridge in 
Concord. 

While in Concord, be 
sure to stop by Walden 
Pond State Reservation, 
located just off of Route 2. 
This is where Henry David 
Thoreau was inspired to 
write his novel “Walden.” 


The breathtaking views of 
Walden Pond exploding 
with fall color will leave 
you feeling inspired as 
well. 

Continuing on Route 2, 
take exit 35 in Shirley to 
visit the Shaker Village 
Community. At one time, 
this community housed 
150 residents with 26 buil- 
dings. Today you can take 
guilde tours of the re- 
maining 13 buildings. 

Exit 38B brings you to the 
oldest town in central Mas- 
sachusetts, Lancaster. His- 
torically known as “The 
Mothertown,” it originally 
included the surrounding 
communities of Harvard, 
Stowe, Bolton, Hudson, 
Marlborough, Leominster, 
Clinton, and Berlin. 

Petersham, found further 
west at exit 17, is the home 
of the scenic and histori- 
cally significant Quabbin 
Reservoir. | 

In 1893, Boston’s drink- 
ing water supply was not 
growing at the same rate 
that the population was 
expanding. The decision 
was made to flood the 
Swift River Valley, which 
included the loss of five 
towns, to create the Quab- 
bin Reservoir. 

As Route 2 heads into 
Western Massachusetts, 
near Erving, you will pass 
the Erving Paper Mill. 
This mill has been in busi- 
ness for more than 100 
years, surviving floods, 
war times, and economic 
recessions. 

Further west on Route 2, 
you will come to the mag- 
nificent. French King 
Bridge that spans the 
Connecticut River. This 
structural masterpiece was 
created by the same firm 
that designed the George 
Washington Bridge and the 
Golden Gate Bridge. The

only thing more breathtak- 
ing than this bridge is the 
view from this bridge. 
Parking is available on the 
west side, allowing sight- 
seers to walk back on the 
bridge to gaze at the spec- 
tacular view of fall color. 
Continuing to travel 
west, you will come to the 


town of Shelburne, home 


of the Bridge of Flowers. 
This 1908 abandoned trol- 
ley bridge has been trans- 
formed into an unusual 
garden funded solely by 
donations. 

Next on Route 2, you will 
encounter the Mohawk 
Trail section of Route 2, 
named after the Mohawk 
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Tribe that settled in the 
area. This section of 
Route 2 reaches its high- 
est elevation of 2,173 feet 
at Whitcomb Summit and 
offers plenty of leaf peep- 
ing opportunities. 

After you complete the 
famous hairpin turn .of 
Route 2, you have arrived at 
the smallest town in Mas- 
sachusetts, North Adams. 
From the junction of Route 
2 and Route 8 in North Ad- 
ams, the Massachusetts 
Museum of Contemporary 
Art can be seen. This is 
America's largest contem- 
porary art museum. 

Continue west for anoth- 
er mile and a half to see

orth Bridge and Concord River 


Fort Massachusetts, the 
last in a series of four 
forts built in 1745 to guard 
against the French. 

Another few miles on 
Route 2 will bring you to 
the end of your historical, 
fall foliage journey, Wil- 
liamstown. 

Surrounded by scenic, 
colorful mountain sides 
and farmland, it is also the 
home of Williams College, 
founded in 1793. This beau- 
tiful and historic campus 
houses original copies of 
the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Articles of 
Confederation, the Con- 
stitution and the Bill of 
Rights.

Lazarus House teaches Notre Dame students life lessons

LAWRENCE — Abby 
Kiernan and Kate Thel 
came to Lazarus House in 
Lawrence this summer 
worried about how they 
would navigate being with 
people in poverty. Both 
were uneasy and expected 
to be uncomfortable, but 
then they met those being 
served. 

“We came in wanting to 
learn how to interact with 
people in poverty. . We 
learned it is no different 
than interacting with any- 
one elsel,” Kiernan said. 
“It is no different talking to 
someone at a soup kitchen 
than talking to someone at 
a restaurant.” 

Kiernan and Thel, rising 
Notre Dame sophomores,

came to Lazarus House 
through the university’s 
Summer Service Learning 
Program, funded locally 
by the alumni of the Notre 
Dame Club of Boston. 

“It has tremendous im- 
pact on them,” said Ted 
Gorrie, a member of its 
board, who believes stu- 
dents coming face-to-face 
with marginalized popula- 
tions gain a new perspec- 
tive on their own lives. 

“T really have been very 
fortunate my whole life,” 
agreed Thel, who grew up 
in Chattanooga, Tenn. “I 
have lived a privileged life 
going to private schools. 
But I have always been 
aware of the inequalities in 


‘American society, know-

ing there’s a wide popula- 
tion of people who do not 
have the same opportuni- 
ties I do.” 

There are less demand- 
ing service programs than 
Lazarus House, which pro- 
vides food, clothing, shel- 
ter and job training to tens 
of thousands in the Merri- 
mack Valley. Both women 


said their faith drew them 


to the challenging work 
done there. 

“It struck. me that I 
didn’t know more about 
homelessness and I need- 
ed to learn. I felt like it 
was God calling me,” said 
Kiernan, who grew up in 
an affluent Alabama com- 
munity and knew the diffi- 
culty of working outside 
her comfort zone. 

It was the daily interac- 
tions and connections with 
Lazarus House guests at 
the soup kitchen and food 
pantry that taught the life 
lesson that people are not 
defined by a single word 
that may describe their 
current circumstance. 

They were struck by 
what resonates with so 
many visitors to the min- 
istry: More than anything 
else, Lazarus House is de- 
voted to restoring dignity 
and self-respect. 

“It changed how I see 
and talk about people in 
poverty,” said Kiernan, 
who now stops and talks 
to the homeless on the 
street, even if she has no 
money to give. 

“Every person is equal 
and should be treated that 
way. Interacting with the 
hemeless or people of dif- 


ferent backgrounds is no 
different than any other 
interaction I have had 
whole my life,” added Thel, 
who now treasures a Notre 
Dame hat worn by a soup 
kitchen guest. 

“T told him I went to 
Notre Dame and he offer- 
ed it to me,” she said. “He 
said, ‘Wash it and keep it’ 
I have it at school and it 
reminds me that everyone 
has the ability and the de- 
sire to also help others.” 

The students receive a 
small stipend and scholar- 
ship for their work. 

“It allows. a student who 
might feel pressure to get 
a paid internship to im- 
merse themselves in com- 
munity service without a 
penalty,” said Gorrie, ad- 
ding that the Notre Dame 
alumni also provide free 
housing, gas and food 
money to the students. 

While the summer of 
service made an impor- 
tant contribution to the 
work. of providing food 
and care to those in need, 
Gorrie believes the stu- 
dents get back so much 
more than they put into it. 

“What I will continually 
read in their reflections is 
that Lazarus House is the 
most memorable experi- 
ence of their four years at 
Notre Dame,” he said. 
“They grow so much as an 
individual and they have 
more capacity than they 
thought.” 

“IT came to see Lazarus 
House as a place where 
miracles happen,” Kiernan 
said. “I know I was sup- 
posed to be there.”

TEWKSBURY — Did 
you know that you cannot 
discharge chlorinated pool 
water on the street or a 
catch basin directly? 

The Town of Tewks- 
bury’s Municipal Storm- 
water Bylaws allows dis- 
charge from de-chlorina- 
ted swimming pool water 
(less than one ppm total 
chlorine) provided the 
water is allowed to stand 
for one week prior to 
draining. When chlori- 
nated water enters the 
town’s streams, wetlands 
and rivers, it harms the 


aquatic life, wildlife and 
environment. 


Here are some tips: 

e Allow water to de- 
chlorinate for one week 
minimum before drain- 
ing (sunlight will help to 
naturally dissipate the 
chlorine) 

e Let the dechlorinated 
water flow over your lawn 
before going into the 
roadway 

e Never pump any wa- 
ter directly into a wet- 
land, stream or river 

¢ If you hire a contrac- 


tor to work on your pool, 
inform them about the 
town’s stormwater bylaws, 
if they have to drain the 
pool 

e Always Remember: 
Only Rain in the Drain

During this time, custom- 
ers may notice episodes of 
decreased water pressure 


or discoloration of their. 


water. Water discoloration 
results from temporary 
disturbances of the nor- 
mal water flow within the 
piping network. These 
short-term changes in 
flow can stir up naturally 
occurring minerals and 
sediment that settle with- 
in the water mains. 

The objective of the wa- 
ter main/hydrant flush- 


ing program is to remove 
these accumulated sedi- 
ments from pipes by 
flushing the water out of 
the fire hydrants. 

The town will place 
variable-message signs 


in areas targeted for 


flushing during the week, 
as well as post updates to 
the town website on gen- 
eral work areas. If water 
discoloration occurs, cus- 
tomers should try to re- 
frain from using hot wa- 
ter (for washing laundry, 
etc.) and run their cold- 
water faucets until the 
water appears clear.

Man charged in connection 
with murder of Lowell man 


LOWELL — Middlesex 
District Attorney Marian 
Ryan and Lowell Police 
Superintendent Kelly Rich- 
ardson have confirmed 
that Anthony “Tony” Mas- 
setti, 53, was arrested on 
the charge of murder in 
connection with the death 
of Eril Ligonde, 51, of Lo- 
well. 

Massetti was located to- 
day at approximately 1:30 
p.m. in Chelmsford in an 
area known to be frequent- 
ed by members of the 
homeless community. Mas- 
setti was taken into custody 
by Chelmsford police with- 
out incident. At the time of 
his arrest Massetti was in 
possession of a handgun 
belonging to the victim. 
Massetti was booked at the 
Chelmsford Police Depart- 
ment and transported to 
the Lowell Police Depart- 
ment. He was scheduled for 
arraignment Wednesday in 
Lowell District Court. 

On Saturday, Sept. 28, at 
approximately 5:09 p.m. Lo- 
well Police responded to a 
911 call made by a tenant of 
the Wilder Street residence 
regarding an unresponsive 
male located in the home. 


FROM THE 


Upon arrival police found 
the victim on the floor with 
apparent trauma. The vic- 
tim was pronounced dead 
on scene and the case was 
referred to the Office of the 
Chief Medical Examiner 
who determined the follow- 
ing day that the cause of 
death was blunt force in- 
juries and that the manner 
of death was homicide. 

Investigators subsequent- 
ly determined that Antho- 
ny Massetti, who was 
known to the victim, had 
been at the residence in the 
days leading up to the 
attack. The preliminary in- 
vestigation suggests that 
Massetti allegedly attacked 
the victim on Friday, Sept. 
27 before fleeing the resi- 
dence. After following sev- 
eral investigative leads po- 
lice requested help from 
law enforcement partners, 
media and members of the 
public to help locate the 
suspect. 

Massetti was _ located 
along the railroad tracks in 
Chelmsford by a Chelms- 
ford Police officer who was 
searching the area as part 
of the investigation into 
this matter.

Tashev, 57, ran the 15th 
Annual Wilmington Half 
Marathon with a time of 
1:31:51, which was good 
for the best time for a 
Wilmington resident in 
the half marathon, and a 
top 25 finish overall. 

His love of the outdoors 
began at a young age, 
growing up in Bulgaria. 

“My family was always 
active, we’d like to go hik- 
ing and stuff like that,” 
Tashev said. 

Hiking turned into run- 
ning for Tashev, who ran 
in high school and in col- 
lege in Bulgaria. For 
Tashev, it wasn’t what 
races he ran that made 
him fall in love with run- 
ning, but how. 

Tashev’s running coach- 
es would teach him and 
his teammates the art of 
orienteering, a very popu- 
lar sport in Europe.

Tashev got a job as a dis- 
tributor at American 
Florist Supply in 


Wilmington, who imports 
flowers and delivers them 
to businesses in town. 

“My employer wanted 
me to stay, then one thing 
led to another and I’ve 
been here for almost 30 
years.” 

He understands’ the 
impact local businesses 
have on an _ economy, 
which is why he runs this 
race when he can in his 


hometown. 
“T like to be a part of the 
community,” he simply 


said with a grin. 

Tashev says he likes to 
run at least six miles a 
day during the week if he 
isn’t busy work, with the 
distance increasing to 
eight to ten miles on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

He is no stranger to run- 
ning marathons. Tashev 
ran the Boston Marathon 
this past April and in 
April of 2018, finishing in 
roughly three hours and 
30 minutes both years.

WILMINGTON .- Over 
the course of two weeks, 
the Wilmington High 
School Football team -- 
which is featuring ten 
sophomores in the start- 
ing line-up and on Friday, 
a freshman quarterback 
making his first varsity 
start, along. with a fresh- 
man slot back - faced the 
top team in Division 6 
North and then the top 
Team in Division 3 North. 
Both Bishop Fenwick and 
Melrose. have _ serious 
chances of coming home 
with a state championship 
title in December. 

Certainly those are 
tough challenges. 

After losing 40-6 to 
Fenwick seven days earli- 
er, the Wildcats were back 
home in front of a large 
crowd and were down 48-6 
at halftime against 
Melrose. 

The Red Raiders took 
out their starters in the 
second half, the clock ran 
the entire team and 
Wilmington was able to 
score in the final minute 
of the game and were 
defeated 48-14 to fall to 0-3 
on the season, and 0-4 
counting the endowment 
game with Billerica. 

While being outscored 
88-20 in two games is 
demoralizing, there's cer- 
tainly a handful of posi- 
tives to accentuate in this 
one: Wilmington cleaned 
up its punting game which 
was a significant problem 
the week before; the 'Cats 
were not called for a 
penalty all night; 
Freshman (not sopho- 
more) Andre Turner con- 
tinues to shine, this time 
scoring on a 74-yard kick- 
off return; and the team 
played extremely hard 
from the opening whistle 
to the final one, which is 
not easy when the score- 
board is so slanted. 

"We asked them to go 
win the second half and 
they were able to do it," 
said coach Craig Turner. 
"That's a state champi- 
onship caliber team. 
That's a really good team. 
We aren't dumb; we knew 
what we were up against. 
We went with our young 
quarterback and it was a 
little baptism by fire a lit- 
tle bit there, but I think we 
will be better for it. The 
rest of the games are all 
games we should be com- 
petitive in. 

“We have a young crew 
and they are in there 
learning and playing some 
tough teams.

"They beat up- on 
Arlington Catholic, who is 
supposed to be better and 
they beat up on 
Cambridge, who is down a 
bit this year, so it's hard to 
tell because they certainly 
haven't played the compe- 
tition that we have. It'll be 
a good test and match-up 
for us. Hopefully our boys 
can lick their wounds and 
come ready for (Monday's 
practice). 

"I'm more worried about 
us than Watertown, hon- 
estly.

In the half marathon, 
Erik Hinrichsen of 
Newton paced the field in 
a time of 1:14.06, while 
Jennifer Mortimer of 
Bedford, New Hampshire 
was the top female in a 
time of 1:21.44. 

But the spirit of this 
event goes far beyond the 
winner’s circle, and has 
always been about the 
many runners’ from 
Wilmington -and far 
beyond to take part in 
what they view as a fun 
and affordable way to wel- 
come in fall. 

For Pazyra, seeing what 
the event has become, 
particularly since the 
addition of the 5K portion 
of the day has been spe- 
cial to watch.

“Nancy Vallee has made 
it so great.

Local Engineer puts it 
all together in 5K Race

WILMINGTON- Kaihao 
“Adam” Fu was among 
one of the best runners at 
the 15th Annual 
Wilmington/Tewksbury 
Chamber of Commerce 5K 
Run/Walk held on Sunday 
morning. 

Fu, 34, finished the 5K 
race with a time of 22:50, 
which was good for sev- 
enth place overall. 

Fu was raised in a sub- 
urb just outside of Beijing, 
China and earned his 
Bachelor’s Degree _ in 
Electrical 
from North China Electric 
Power University’s 
Science and Technology 
College in 2010. 

In addition to completing 
his education there, he 
developed into quite the 
runner for his middle 
school, high school, and 
college teams. 

Fu says he runs up to 
twice a week in the spring 
and the fall. 

“I’m quite an active per- 
son, but if I lay back for 
two months, it’s all gone,” 
he said. 

He moved to the United 
States almost nine years 
ago, where he received his 


Master of Science in 
Electrical Engineering 
from Arizona State. 

Fu then moved to 
Massachusetts in 


December of 2017, and it 
just so happened that he 
got a job at Analog 
Devices in Wilmington as 
a Test Development 
Engineer. 

In both China and the 
United States, Fu under- 
stood the effect local busi- 
nesses have on an econo- 
my, which is why running 


this race meant something: 


to him. 
“It’s very. important, 
local businesses  con- 


tribute to the people in 
this area, they try to make 
a living,” he said. 

Fu only limits himself to 
5K races when he runs. He 
went through ACL surgery 
almost nine years ago. 

“I don’t feel comfortable 
running more than a 5K 
because I want to focus on 
my body more than longer 
races,” he said. 

No matter what his fin- 
ishing time would end up 
being, when the starting 
horn was blaring at the 
beginning of the race, Fu 
had one goal in mind. 

“When I run, I try to 
hear what the body tells 
me, if I feel good, I will 
push a little more, if I 
don’t feel good, I will slow 
down the rest of the 
course,” he said. 

Fu was able to keep a 
good pace in the first part 


of the race. “For me ... the

most important thing is to 
run regularly, push your- 
self a-little more each 
time.” 

During the grind of race 
in the second mile, Fu saw 
runners in front of him 
and behind him, and he 
knew he had to keep 
stride. 

“I feel like when there 
are people around me, I 
would say the goal is easy: 
to catch up with them, and 
when I do, I think ‘wow, I 
did a good job,” he said 
while laughing and smil- 
ing. 

Usually with around two 
miles or less in a 5K 
event, Fu likes to acceler- 
ate when he knows the fin- 
ish line is in sight. 

“T feel excited when I see 
people cheering, it gives 
me more energy to cross 
the finish line, but you 
have to finish,” he said. 

Fu crossed the finish 
line, greeting his co-work- 
ers and friends. He was 
glad the race was over. 

“T feel relieved, I want to 
enjoy it and take it all in, 
and focus on my breath- 
ing, because I am out of 
breath,” he said gasping 
for air. 

Fu was also very pleased 
with his end time. Fu now 
plans to go to the gym 
when winter rolls around 
and do sit-ups, push-ups, 
and abdominal workouts. 

“With the exercising, my 
scores have improved; at 
this time last year I was 
running at one minute per 
mile, this time, it is less,” 
he said.

D’Amico returns to competitive races 
and is top local finisher of half marathon

Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - For 

most women, once they 
start a family, finding 
time to run is pretty diffi- 
cult. That has been the 
case for Ally D'Amico, but 
through the limited train- 
ing, the 37-year-old was 
the top female finisher 
from town during 
Wilmington’s 15th annual 
Chamber. of Commerce 
Half Marathon Road Race 
held Sunday morning. 

But if you ask her, she 
really wasn't the. top 
Wilmington finisher. 

"When I started off, my 
goal was to run eight 
minute miles," she said. 
"Then after the first mile, 
my friend Simonetta 
Piergentilli caught up to 
me and asked what I was 
doing and I told her that I 
wanted to run under eight 
minute (miles). She was 
training for | another 
marathon and said 'OK, 
I'll stay with you'. She is a 
lot faster than me. She 
was just like an angel and 
she helped me through it." 

D'Amico was able to fin- 
ish averaging just under 
her goal of eight minute 
miles at 7:56, and came 
across the finish line 49th 
overall with her time of 
1:44,02.1. . 

"I thought the race was 
awesome," she said. "It 
was a great race and it 
was well run. I run with 
the (Wilmington Running 
Group) Sole Sisters and 
found out about the race, 
figured the price was 
right, it was right down 
the street, so why not? It 
was such a great time and 
such a beautiful day." 

D'Amico grew up in 
Billerica and was a three- 
sport athlete at BMHS, 
participating in cross- 
country, indoor track and 
lacrosse. Among her high- 
lights from cross-country 
included finishing 49th at 
the Eastern Mass 
Championship Meet. She 
mostly ran the mile in 
indoor track but said 
mostly during her junior 
and senior years, she suf- 


fered through multiple 
stress fractures, so she 
concentrated on lacrosse 
a bit more. 

After graduating from 
high school in 2000, she 
went on to play four years 
of lacrosse at St. Anselm 
College in New 
Hampshire and earned a 
degree in nursing. She has 
since earned her Master's 
Degree and works as a 
Nurse Practitioner in 
Lowell. Ally and her hus- 
band John were living in 
Lowell up until 2017 when 
they moved to Wilmington 
and they are. proud par- 
ents of four-year old twin 
girls Alexa and Zoey, as 
well as Luke, who will 
turn two in December. 

"When we moved here, I 
immediately wanted to 
find a running group and 
was able to join the Sole 
Sisters," she said. 
"Everyone in the group is 
So great, just so great. It's 
an all female group and 
you have your super fast 
runners, your slow run- 
ners, your walkers, your 


inbetween runners, where 


I fit in, and everyone is 
just so supportive. You 


also have the crazy people: 


like me who workout at

Prior to having kids, 
D'Amico completed six 
marathons, including four 
in Boston, one in Cape 
Cod and one in Chicago.

"T had finished the race 
(with a 2:23 time) and I 
was over with some 
friends at a bar celebrat- 
ing,” she remembered.
